LIEUTENANT-COLONEL GRANT 
MORDEN. 


The Times to-day reports that Lieutenant- 
Colonel Walter Grant Morden died on Satur- 
day at the age of fifty-one. He had been in 
ill-health for over twelve months. In 
December. last he developed eye trouble, and 
this increased until he hecame pract-cally 
blind. About a fortnight ago he was 
admitted to the St. John and St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, St.. John’s Wood, with heart 
trouble. He became unconscious, and re- 
mained so for some days before his death. 

The son ‘of Captain W:; H. Morden, he was 
born in Prince Edward County, Ontario, on 
July 20,. 1860. .He was edneated at the 
Collegiate Institute, Toronto, and acquired 
large interests in ghipping, timber, railway 
and other companies. He was associated with 
no fewer than 35 companies in this country, 
including the British Cellulose and 
Chemical Manufacturng Company, which 
eventually had a _ capital of, £6,000,000. 
In 1918 he was elected Unionist member for 
Brentford and Chiswick, and held the seat 
till he retired last year. He was an effective 
platform speaker, and advocated a strongly 
Imperialist programme. 

He was the founder of the British Com- 
monwealth Union, Vice-President of the Navy 
League, Chairman of the Canadian Associa- 
tion, a member of the Executive of the 
Empire Resources Development Committee. 
President of the Irish Club, London, and 
Life Governor of the Montreal General Hos- 
pital. Colonel Grant Morden’s affairs be- 
came involved, and a receiving order was 


made against him in 1931. In his public 
examination he attributed his difficulties to 
the depreciation in the value of his share 
holdings, which began in 1929.

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CHILDREN’S DAY 
AT THE PARK. . 


FROM ALL PARTS 
OF IRELAND, — 
GREAT WELCOME TO 
PAPAL LEGATE. 


ENS of thousands of children, gathered 
before the High Altar in Phoenix Park 
from every corner of Ireland, experi- 

enced the greatest moment in their young 
lives on Saturday, when fanfares of trampets, 
alternating with the tinkle of the ancient bell 
of Christ Church heralded the Elevation of 
the Host, and a cordon of Army officers, 
standing un the steps of the Altar, held aloft 
their glittering swords to acclaim the event. 

From early morning the children were 
entering the Park by every kind of vehicle 
to join in the celebration of Solemn Ponti- 
fica aie Mass by Dr. Kelly, the venerable 
Archbishop of Sydney, who is over eighty 
years of age. A few drops of rain fell as 
some of the early contingents arrived, but 
the prosp-ct of a downpour vanished in a 
blaze of sunshine. The sun shone in all its 
brilliance on the gleaming white and red 
and gold of the High Altar; on the long 
white colonnades which accommodated the 
richly-clad bishops and monsignori on either 
side; on the white and black garb of priests, 
monks and nuns who sat in long rows within 
the enclosure; on the shining trumpets, with 
their blue and gold tabards, of the soldiers 
on the sward before the Altar; on the huge 
block of 2,700 children who formed the choir, 
white-clothed except for those in the pale 
blue dresses of the Children of Mary; and 
on the serried ranks of boys and girls which 
stretched away from the enclosure into the 
distance of the Fifteen Acres. 

From beside the Altar it appeared pre- 
dominantly an adult congregation, with its 
great muster of ecclesiastics, as well as many 
prominent laymen, ihcluding Mr. de Valera 
and several of his Ministers, who sat with 
their wives in the centre of the enclosure, just 
behind Alderman Byrne, Lord “Mayor of 
Dublin, and his family. ; 

One had only to look beyond the enclosure, 
however, to realise that it was a children’s 
gathering. Boys and girls were massed in 
their thousands in platoons, companies and 
battalions. 

They marched and wheeled about the wide 
space like an army—an army with banners 
of white and gold and gold and blue—and 
the military effect was heightened by the 
uniformity of their dress, the girls, 
marshalled to the left of the central avenue 
of be-laurelled poles, being all in white, and 
the boys, to the right, in coloured blazers 
and the caps of their schools. 

From the choir, which Mr. Vincent O’ Brien 
conducted, there came floating over the 
summer air the sweet music and words of 
‘*Eece Sacerdoz Magnus” as the Papal 
Legate came slowly to the altar through the 
rows of clerics, who sank on their knees at 
his coming. 


LEGATE’S ADDRESS. 


The voices of the choir were heard, sweet 
and clear, in a series of beautiful Irish 
hymns after the Mass, when the Legate, 
who had presided over the ceremony, came 
down from the altar and walked aLout among 
the children, whose warm welcome obviously 
affected him as they cheered with un- 
restrained vigour. . Before this the Legate, 
after the announcement of a five hundred 
days’ indulgence for all present, delivered 
an address to the children. 

“ My dear children,” he said, "| do not 
wish to leave Ireland without giving myself 
the pleasure of speaking to you, to greet you 
ia the name of the Holy Father and to 
bestow on you his blessings. 1 wish to say 
immediately that 1 have been greatly edified 
by your fervent ardour and piety and your 
devotion. Ail praise be to you for this 
wonderful manifestation, and to the sisters 
and teachers who, by their example and 
precept, have made you what you are—the 
pride and the boast of the Catholic Church. 

“ Always remember, | pray you, this 
wondrous day of the Eucharistic Congress. 
Pray always for the perfection and holiness 
which the close communion with Our Lord 
in the Blessed Sacrament infallibly ensures. 
Receive Holy Communion always with a 
proper disposition and after careful and 
devout preparation. Pray for your friends, 
for yourselves and your relatives, and pray 
also for your beloved country that the Lord 
will always bless and keep its people good 
and holy. 

“Another favour that | ask of you is that 
you shall continue to pray, as you have 
already done, fervently for our Holy Father 
that the Lord may preserve him to us for 
many years. ‘The Holy Father sends you, 
my dear children, a very special blessing.” 

The singing of the Missa de Angelis, Pale 
strina’s familiar Mass in plainsong, was sur 
passingly beautiful. The twenty-seven hundred 
children who sang the work were so 
thoroughly in unison that one could scarcely 
appreciate there. was such a huge number 
singing. Their clear, fresh young voices 
brought out all the beauty of the music, re- 
flecting its varying shades and imparting a 
deep religious atmosphere. . A priest, pro- 
minent in plainseng work in England, said 
to me after the Mass: “I could never un- 
derstand why this particular work of Pale- 
strina was called the Missa de Angelis. . I 
had to come to Dublin to find “out,”

Che Harp that Once. 


During the Bucharistie Congress I 
noticed that quite a number of houses 
flew the ald national! flag of Ire- 
land—to wit, the harp on a plain 
field. The thing that struck me was 
that no, two versions of the vld flag 
Some had a green field, 
others a blue—I know, of course, that the 
original colour was St. Patrick’s blue. 
This, however, was only one of the diversi- 
ties. In some cases the harp was only a 
little one in the middle of a large field ; 
in others, it stretched nearly from top to 
bottom of the field, Sometimes the harp 
was of Brian Boru pattern, and sometimes 
its curved side was in the shape of a 
woman’s figure. A number of flags had 
the harp turned towards the flying end 
of the flag, but others had it looking 
towards the top or the bottom of the flag- 
stefi. In the case of the Brian Boru 
harps, sometimes the strings were drawn 
ir gold, and again, sometimes, the whole 
interior of the harp was blocked in gold, 
and the strings were drawn across it in 
green or blue or whatever the background 


might be.

Water Wastage. 


An old man in the County Dublin who 
has an excellent well of water on his own 
land .feels no envy whatever of those 
householders whose water supply 18 
‘laid on.” The other day I met him 
on the laneway that leads from that well 
to his cottage, and he was carrying a 
brimming bucket filled with clear, cold 
water. “I dare swear,’ he said jeer- 
ingly. “ that they're yelpin’ about the 
Varthry. wather be now ’’—the inference 
being that it was a great deal better to be 
independent, even in the matter of drink- 
ing water. 

I was interested to read in a pamph'et 
dated 1860, an account of “ water 
wastage’ at the ancient Well of St. 
Patrick, behind Nassau street. The writer 
was speaking from hearsay, of course, but 
even then he could scarcely bear to think 
of the waste of such: a precious «com- 
modity. “ It would appear,” he wrote, 
‘that on the festival of St. Patrick, the 
whole population of the city went stark, 
staring mad, keeping it up for nine days 
—getting water from the old well, drink 
ing it and bathing in it. The quantity of 
water used on these occasions must have 
been enormous.” The writer declares 
that this orgy of water-drinking was the 
beginning of the custom of ‘ drowning 
the shamrock,’’ though spring water has 
ceased long since to be adequate for this 
practice. In his own time the watering of 
the streets seemed to this writer to he 
almost sinfully wasteful. 


Scrapping Fine Ships.

C ommodity Control. ~ 


When I read the other day 
Supreme Court of the United

Oklahoma; what, Herbert 
s r and the laisser-faire economists 
of the Manchester school would have 
thought of this modern interference with 
the production of commodities. When the 
State of Oklahoma’ first passed the” Taw 


regulating» the production of petroleum 


‘some producers, who refused to obey it. 
Eventually Governor W. H. Murray, 
better known as “Alfalfa Bill,” caused a 
sensation by calling out the State Militia 
to enforce the law. It was asserted by the 
dissenting producers that the object of the 
statute was to decrease the normal supply 
and raise prices, but the promoters eon- 
tended that they merely proposed to arrest 
over-production and to prevent waste. 
Similar control is being applied to the 
production of wheat, coffee and rubber, 
and similar arguments are advanced in 
support of it. ,Indeed, so far as the con- 
sumer is concerned, it does not seem to 
matter whether the control is exercised by 
“big business” or by the fruiterer who 
destroys his surplus stock rather than sell 
it at a lower price. As a mere consumer, 
he is bound to lose in the long run. With 
the dice loaded against him, he is forced 
to submit, in pathetic and helpless futility, 
to the continual raids on his pocket, 


Modern Violins are Best. 


The old saying, “ The older the fiddle 
the better the tune,” has at last been dis- 
proved. Experts recently have had doubts 
about the truth of the adage, and in one 
of the tests an old “Strad’’ and a 
modern £40 instrument were put into 
competition against each other. The 
same test piece was played on each instru- 
ment, a screen separating the musician 
from the judges, so that they were unablo 
to see which instrument was being played. 
The modern instrument, valued at £40, 
was adjudged to have a better tone than 
the “ Strad”’ valued at several thousands. 

The decision, doubtless, will sound 
like heresy to those who hold the firm 
belief that Stradivarius had some secret 
which the modern instrument-maker can 
never rediscover. I do not suppose that the 
decision is likely to have much effect on 
the value of old pedigree violins; for in 
normal times there will always be suffi- 
cient millionaires with a desire to possess 
something that is not possessed by every- 
body, and famous musicians will be as 
anxious as ever to possess an instrument 
from the hand of an old master.

Cork Tramway-

CORK, Sunday. 
S in Dublin, it has been Eucharistic 
Week in Cork and the South 
generally. Cork was a little dilatory in 
putting up its street decorations, but in 
the latter part of the week the flags and 
bunting made a brave show, and with all 
the towns and villages following suit the 
countryside wore a festive appearance. It 
was, perhaps, the biggest period in the 
history of Cork Harbour; for liner after 
liner disembarked hundreds of visitors, 
who poured through the Glanmire 
Terminus in a steady flow to Dublin. There 
was one large and happy party that did 
not make Dublin their destination, these 
being the Mayo Gaelic footballers, return- 
ing from their successful tour of the United 
States. Large as it was, the week's 
pilgrimage to Dublin was a mere trickle 
compared to the dimensions it assumed 
to-day, when special trains from every 
corner of the province conveyed thousands 
to the capital.’ Some of these people had 
to leave their homes long before dawn, and 
many mote of them could scarcely have 
got to bed at all last night, so early was 
the hour at which it was necessary to begin 
the journey to the nearest railway station. 
From down in the south-west the trains 
began running soon after 2 a.m., and all 
of them were packed to the doors. Cork’s 
huge contingent travelled in four 
“‘ specials,’’ leaving at fifteen-minute in- 
tervals between 5 and 6 a.m., and most 
of those who travelled in them had 
attended one of the early Masses which 
were celebrated in the city churches from 
3 a.m. onwards. Rarely, indeed, has Cork 
worn the deserted air noticeable to-day. It 
me, an empty city, strangely quiet and 
still. 

Monday morning will be far advanced 
before many of the pilgrims, especially 
those from the remoter parts of West Cork 
and Kerry, see their homes again. Thus it 
is not surprising that arrangements have 
been made to recognise Monday as a 
general holiday all over the South. The 
day’s rest will be welcome, indeed, to the 
weary excursionists. 


THE SHOW AND THE FAIR, 


The big event of Cork’s summer season 
is always the Cork Summer Show, and the 
two-day fixture of the coming week is con- 
fidently expected by its promoters to; 
eclipse its many successful predecessors in 
every respect. Entries are well main- 
tained, and the cream of Munster horses 
and cattle will be on view. All the old- 
time attractions will be there, new build- 
ings have been added, there is bigger and 
better accommodation for exhibits and 
“one and there will be many additional 
eatures of interest, not the least of them 
being the engagement of the “‘ Besses o’ th’ 
Barn ” band. Monday’s general holiday 
will cancel the usual Wednesday half- 
holiday in the city, and that fact will not 
be without its effect on the gate receipts, 
but such a contingency has been largely 
discounted by the decision to keep the 
show grounds open on Wednesday until 
9.30 p.m., instead of the usual 6 p.m. Then, 
of course, the Show this year will, doubt- 
less, benefit by the exceptionally large 
numbers of tourists who have come to 
Ireland for the Eucharistic Congress, many 
of whom, now that the Congress is over, 
will be making their way southwards in 
holiday mood. Cork has another big 
attraction, too, for tourists, that being the 
Industrial.and Agricultural Fair, with its 
numerous buildings crammed with exhibits 
of Irish-manufactured goods, its extensive 
‘agricultural demonstration plots, its 
gardens iow flaming into summer beauty, 
and its\huge amusement park. 


CORK FETE AND SALE. 


A summer féte and sale, held during the 
week in the Deanery Gardens, Dean street, 
Cork, proved most successful, all present 
thoroughly enjoying themselves in delight- 
ful weather.

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acute difference oí opinion lies in the gues- 
tion of the source from which the com- 
pensation shall come. Many consider it 
should be a national charge ; others would 
hold the Electricity Supply Board respon- 
sible; some would create a fund by a 
special levy on electricity consumers in 
Cork, and the Cork Corporation has de- 
cided to strike a special rate which will be 
chargeable on ail ratepayers for the 
purpose. The latter action is the latest 
development, and it has been sharply 
criticised at meetings of the business ¢om- 
munity. The Cork Publicity Association 
protest most forcibly, as representatives of 
a large proportion of the rateable valua- 
tion of the city, against “ this attempt by 
the Corporation to foist an additional vate 
on to the already over-burdened ratepayers 
to provide pensions for the late employés 
of the Tramway Company. The resolu- 
tion remarks that “ there is no mandate 
from the electorate for the proposal, and 
no reasons have been put forward why the 
ratepayers of Cork should be singled out 
to provide this money.” It was ordered 
that copies of the resolution be sent to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, the 
five T.D.’s for the city, the Town Clerk, 
and the Business Party members of the 
Corporation. 


A ROWING REVIVAL. 


Although that beautiful stretch of the 
River Lee, along the Marina, provides 
Cork with one of the finest regatta courses 
in Europe, practical interest in rowing has 
in recent years been growing smaller, and 
with no ready source of supply of new 
talent available the officials of the three 
clubs on the banks of the course have often 
had difficulty in making up crews. The 
week just concluded, however, witnessed 
a new move which may easily lead to a 
big revival, It was announced that the 
pupils of the Christian Brothers College 
had decided to take up rowing, and eats 
some of them have been putting in useful 
— under the guidance of Mr. T. C. 

utterfield, in his day one of the best 
oarsmen that ever rowed on the Lee. The 
Cork Grammar School boys have caught 
the infection, and they, as well as the 
Presentation College pupils, are seriously 
considering a similar step. The Cork 
Regatta Committee is offering every en- 
couragement to the venture, and already 
tentative plans have been made to pnt up 
a cup for competition amongst the schools 
at the Cork Regatta every year. 


FOOTBALL 


With the echoes of the past season’s 
triumphs and defeats scarcely dying out, 
Munster is already preparing for the com- 
ing Association football season. The annual 
meeting of the M.F.A. was held a few days 
ago, and delegates were sufficiently 
enthusiastic to remain in session until after 
midnight. There are now eighty clubs 
affiliated to this Association, and although 
gate receipts at some fixtures last season 
were disappointing enough to cause a 
certain amount of financial stringency, no 
one entertains any doubt about the general 
improvement in the standard of football 
which, it is felt, will be carried a step 
further during the approaching winter. By 
far the most interesting development, how- 
ever, is the decision of the Cork Bohemians 
Club to apply for permission to compete in 
the Free State League. It is a step the 
club, which has an excellent record in 
Munster football, has contemplated for 
some time, and all followers of the game in 
the South will wish them well in their 
adventure. 

While on the subject of sport one may 
be permitted a brief reference to the Cork 
Drapers’ Sports held during the week. One 
of the chief events in the athletic season 
in Cork it was, as usual, a great success, 
and reflected much eredit on the progres- 
sive committee in charge.

IS HOLLYWOOD 
BANKRUPT? 


ANOTHER SHAW FILM.

ó Ae stories that the financial affairs of 


the leading producing companies in 

Hollywood are in disorder would seem 
to have been considerably exaggerated. It 
has been reported from time to time in recent 
months that the controlling hand of Wall 
street had tightened upon the film city, and 
that money was so scarce that bankruptcy 
faced some of the most important groups. 
Hollywood's reply to the rumours was to an- 
nounce bigger and more expensive $ ectacular 
films, while at the some time shedding some 
of its tentacles. 

What is actually ‘happening is that the 
whole business of film production and distri- 
bution is in process of ‘eorganisation. Andi- 
ences have become more critical, and, having 
less money to spend, they have naturally ex- 
pended that money upon those films which 
offered the greatest entertainment value. 
Hundreds of films have thus failed to justify 
themselves financially, so that there will be 
a great curtailment of output in the immediate 
future. Immense sums of money are to be 
expended upon fewer films, so that. there 
may for a time be a shortage of programme 
pictures sent out from Hollywood. This is 
Europe’s chance. 


CHANGES IN DISTRIBUTION. 

The methods of distributing films are also 

undergoing drastic change. The system under 
which cnbaidincias of producing companies 
owned and controlled large numbers of cinemas 
throughout the world is in process of disin- 
tegration, and there will in consequence be 
much greater freedom among exhibitors, par- 
ticularly in America. Jt would seem, indeed, 
that the film business is sorting itself out, a 
process through which the legitimate theatre 
goes at regular intervals. 
- IR the immediate future it would seem likely 
that cinemas will have a definite palicy, and 
that each kind of cinema will become recog- 
nised for a particular type of film. The effort 
to keep cinemas with “all kinds of films for 
all kinds of people’’ has failed; in America, 
at least, it has not justified itself in terms of 
dollars. So the sorting process will probably 
prove a blessing in disguise to audiences as 
well as to cinemas. Film producing com- 
panies will probably go into liquidation dur- 
ing the depression, but they will be recon- 
structed almost at once. 

The sudden death of an actor while taking 
part in the filming of Bernard Shaw’s ‘‘ Arms 
and the Man ” drew attention to the second 
of Shaw’s pleys to be filmed. The screen 
photography is being done in the Welsh moun 
tains, these having been chosen as the nearest 
British approach to the Balkans. The part 
of “‘the Chocolate Cream Soldier’’ is taken 
by Mr. Barry Jones, who was recently cast 
to play Napoleon in a play by Signor Musso- 
lini in London, and Raina will be imper- 
sonated by Miss Anne Grey. The production 
should be interesting. 


A **GO-GETTER.” 

The principal item in the Savoy, Dublin, 
programme this week is ' High Pressure,” 
m which William Powell takes the part of a 
“share-pusher ” of the type that made 
‘the United States both prosperous and de- 
pressed. The film fails to be quite convinc- 
ing because the director evidently was not 
certain whether to be frankly satirical or 
thrillingly dematic. As Gar Evans, the man 
who could make people buy any kind of stock, 
William Powell has some hectic moments, but 
he is at his best when eddressing an audience 
of salesmen and pitching them to a state 
bordering on frenzy. The company for the 
manufacture of artificial: rubber is honest from 
his viewpoint, but its basis was found to be 
insecurely laid in the hallucinations of a 
lunatic. So he very nearly goes to jail; saved 
from this fate only by the desire of the 
rubbe: interests to escape his propaganda. 
Vowing to give up “ promoting’’ and settle 
down wita his Francine, he is left with a 
new gathering of stock salesmen exhorting 
them to be red-blooded ‘“‘ go-getters.”” The 
organ recital this week is entitled “ The Spirit 
of Ireland,” in which Mr. Philip Dore plays 
a series of popular airs. 

At the Grafton ‘‘ Carmen’’ has proven so 
popular that it has been retained. for another 
week. This is the first time that grand opera 
has been transferred to the screen, so that 
the experiment is well worthy of a visit. The 
music of Bizet’s opera is splendidly played 
by the New Symphony Orchestra, under the 
direction of Dr. Malcolm Sargeant, and the 
well-known songs are delightfully sung by 
Mr, Tom Burke and Miss Marguerite Namara. 
There is also the colourful scenery of Spain, 
specially done in the mountains about Seville. 
and a really thrilling bull-fight. ‘‘Carmen”’ 
is the leading item in a programme varied to 
suit all tastes. - -

GRICULTURAL marketing schemes, 

A similar to those which have been 

authorised in Great Britain, will come 

into operation in Northern Ireland when 

legislation which ig now being prepared is 

passed through the Northern | Srón in 
the new session. 

The National Farmers’ Union in Great 
Britain recently prepared a scheme for the 
better organisation of the marketing of fat 
stock and dead meat, and no difficulty would 
irise in applying its leading principles in 
PXorthern Ireland when the necessary legisla- 
ion ig passed, including machinery for re- 
as the marketing, and consumers’ com- 
nittees. 

It is the view of the National Farmers’ 
Union and the Ulster Farmers’ Union that, 
in order to ensure the support of livestock- 
owners in carrying out the marketing scheme 
there should be Government control of meat 
imports, so as to guarantee the home. pro- 
ducer a market at reasonable prices. Quotas, 
supplemented by tariffs, are suggested as the 
best way to ensure the control of imports, 
It is recognised that a first step would be to 
regulate the supplies im the lhve-stock mar- 
kets, so as to avoid gluts and shortages, and 
therein the regulation of the sc!e of home- 
killed meat. 

One of the principal points in the scheme 
is that the quota should be s& fixed as to 
absorb all home supplies, the w e price 
Jevels to be not less than the average of those 
ruling during the five vears preceding 1931.

The World’s Problem, 


The week’s end saw two great gatherings 
in these islands. One was the mass of 
worshippers, estimated at nearly a 
million, that assembled yesterday in the 
Phoenix Park; the: other was the Royal 
Air Force's display at, Hendon last. Satur- 
day, which drew, 250,000 spectators. . Is 
the mention of these events in the same 
breath utterly incongruous? Perhaps, it 
will. not seem so if we try to realise the 
tremendous issue—a moral issue—that the 
Air Force display involved. President 
Hoover’s disarmament proposals, which 

whole of a weary world 
ask that all armaments, in- 
cluding national. air forces, shall be 
reduced by one-third. Already Geneva 
had reached some sort of agreement on 
the abolition of bombing aeroplanes, which 
are charged with frightful powers. of 
destruction. Last Saturday’s display illus- 
trated the practical difficulties that beset 
this plan. In the first place, it showed 
that, under the conditions of the next 
war, bombing from’ the air may be the

most effective and least sanguinary means 


for the defence of civil populations. The 
Hart bombers, which flew at Hendon, can 
flash into an enemy’s territory at the rate 
of 200 miles an hour, can lay his aero- 
dromes in ruin, and so can cripple his 
powers Lí aerial attack. In the. possession 
and conduct of this deadly instrument the 
Royal Air Force is supreme, Again, the 
latest type of heavy’ bombing machine ap- 
proximates closely to the latest type of 
commercial aeroplane. How can limita- 
tion of armaments be applied effectively to 
the world’s air fcrces if, at the outbreak 


of war, every belligerent country is able | 


instantly to turn its commercial air lines 
into a fleet of heavy bombers? An even 
graver issue—indeed, a spiritual issue— 
is involved in this problem of disarma- 
ment, To-day the bulk of civilised man- 
kind lives devoted to 
money-making; it. lacks idealism, puts 
‘safety first’’ and shuns any form of 
sacrifice. If we seck a different and a 
higher temper among ordinary men, we 
must seek it in the world’s armed forces, 
The young men who flew at Hendon—like 
the young men of the Free State Air 
Foree—have cast oui fear. Their nerves, 
as they swoop at 250 miles an hour, are of

the most delicate point ; 
and sense of fellowship are invincible ; they 
can, and must, take responsibilities of life 
or death im the twinkling of an eye. Such 
then are the \ tlt of the world’s youth. If 
disarmament comes, who will replace 
them? Will the ideal to “live 
dangerously ” perish out of the earth, and 
will all life become the tepid and casual 
thing that most life is now? That is the 
real issue of disarmament; and thus it is 
that the nations are tackling the problem 
at the wrong end. The world needs a 
spiritual conversion before it can afford to 
beat its swords into ploughshares. Yester- 
day, in a magnificent culmination’ of an 
unforgettable week, nearly. a million 
people hailed Christ the King on Irish soil. 
When Christ becomes truly the world’s 
King, His service of peace and love will 
provoke all the discipline, enthusiasm and 
high adventure that to-day we admire in

A LL Scotland was “talking yesterday of 
the surprising incident on Bannock- 

urn Day on Saturday, when a party of 
rag nd Scottish Nationalists, led by a 
woman, invaded Stirling Castle, hauled 
down the Union Jack, and substituted 
their own flag. 

The Stirling police ehcotaea no official 
report of the incident... ‘‘ The Castle is in 
a quiet and distant part of the town,” a 
reporter was informed, ‘‘ and the raid on 
the flag. had been planned so suddenly 
and carried out with: such expedition 
that no one had time to notify the police. 

‘fhe march to the Castle was an 
orderly affair, and there is no suggestion 
at present of a prosecution of any kind.” 

The central figure in the raid on the 
Castle was Miss Wendy Wood. Miss 
Wood recently resigned from the Scottish 
Watch. 


SOLDIERS SURPRISED. 


At a demonstration at Stirling Castle 
Miss Wood declared that the dying of 
the Union Jack on the Castle on Bannock- 

burn Day was.an insult to Scotland. She 
appealed to men at the meeting to assist 
her in taking.it down. About one hundred 
people answered her call. They. marched 
in formation to the Castle, where, owing 
to the military sports, only a few soldiers 
were on duty... These few were too 
astonished by "ills sudden ‘invasion to 
resist, even had resistance been. possible. 

The invaders hurried to the flagstaff, 
which is on the wall of the Castle over- 
looking the Esplanade, and pulled down 
the Union Jack.- Several. men ' then 
climbed to the top of the mast, and set 
the Scottish Standard fluttering‘from the 
top. 

After achieving their object the crowd 
retired, singing and cheering, while the 
guards. once again hauled up the Union 
Jack. At the same time the castle gates 
were. closed to prevent any further: in- 
vasions. 


. LOYALTY TO KING. 


‘ It is a little ironic that at a national 
demonstration. held on Saturday the 
Scottish Nationalists sent to the King a 
telegrain expressing their loyal greetings 
to “the King of Scots, descendant of the 
Bruce, and’ honoured Sovereign of the 
British Commonwealth. of Nations.” — 

Miss Wood, who returned to her home 
in” Edinburgh after the demonstration, 
said: “I thought it a shame that the 
Scottish Standard should not fly from 
Stirling Castle on the anniversary of the 
Battle of Bannockburn, and immediately 
after I had expressed that view a band of 
volunteers: joined’ in a ‘raid on the castle 
and we achieved our object without diffi- 
culty.’ 

One of the demonstrators said: “ The 
Scottish Standard was raiséd’ so hastily 
that it was put up. upside down.

Pulverised Coal. 


Widespread interest has been aroused by 
the reports of the success of the new fuel 
tested ur the-Cunard linér Scythia, whic

of 40 per cent. of pulverised coal and 60 
per cent. of oil. It is understood that no 
particular coalfield is concerned; for the 
actual mixture used on the Scythia has 
been taken from different coalfields in the 
North of England. The engineers of the 
Cunard Company have been experimenting 
for many years in this direction, but it is 
only recently that successful results Lave 
been obtained: ‘The late Lord Melchett 
was among those who believed that a new 
era for the British coal industry would be 
opened up by the utilisation of pulverised 
coal as fuel, and many people at the time 
were -:impressed by his belief, but not to 
the extent of making experiments.

i Is only in the heart of a dense crowd 

that it is possible to feel the full 
underlying strength of such a ceremony 
as that which one saw yesterday aíternoon 
from the thickest part of the great human 
swarm which covered the vast expanse of 
grassy plain which is so modestly mis- 
named the “ Fifteen Acres,’’ and then 
stretched until its borders faded away 
somewhere in the far distance. 

You may sit in your seat and follow such 
a ceremony with deep piety and _ in- 
telligence, and feel your thoughts and 
emotions uplifted and inspired by all that 
passes, but you feel it, after all, only as 
an individual. ‘‘ Amidst the crowd, the 
hum, the shock of men,” gathered together 
from all parts of the earth, and each fired 
with a burning devotion, however, in- 
dividual feeling sinks away, and the whole 


crowd feels with a common pulse—what | 


they call the mind or 
psychology. 

Standing far back from the High Altar, 
one saw the ceremony only in miniature : 
performed, as it were, by tiny spots of 
colour that moved like insects about the 
brilliantly-massive structure. It made one 
realise the debt that we owe to Marconi ; 
for without the amplifiers which were dis- 
tributed at short intervals all over the 
great plain—and, indeed, far beyond them 
—-the Mass would have been but a scarcely 
distinguishable dumb-show. As it was, 
every sound came to the people distinct 
and undistorted, 


LIKE SANDS ON THE SHORE, 


One trivial fault there was about these 
loud-speaking trumpets, and that was that 
they broadcast even too readily some of 
the sounds that came from the altar. As 
the Cardinal or his assistants moved about 
the platform, the sound was borne weirdly 
in hollow metallic echoes, like the sounds 
that one hears on the films to represent 
the tramp of footsteps or the closing of a 
door. 

Otherwise, however, the audition. was 
marvellous, whether it was of the full 
tones of the Cardinal-Legate as he spoke 
the Mass, the tuneful antiphon of the 
choir, the sharp clamour of the trumpets 
as they paid homage at the elevation of the 
Host, or the beautiful voice of John 
McCormack that came clear and bell-like 
borne without a tremor over the wide silent 
spaces, midway through the Service. 

It was at that moment of the elevation

of the Host, the supreme point in Catholic 


ritual, that one fully realised the common 
mind that had swallowed up all in. 
dividuality in this immense throng. Flung 
together in their hundreds of thousands, 
like the sands on the scashore, «these 
people were merely parts of a greai 
organism which was performing a tre. 
mendous act of faith, ‘with no more ego 
in them than the sands themselves. 


A WONDERFUL SCENE. 

This striking impression . of .. a...great 
merging of innumerable selves, however, 
had originated when the crowd began to 
form, hours before. From all corners 4! 
the Park there came trickling slowly the 
Jone living streams of humanity, - with 
their thousands upon thousands of units, 
every ore of which one knew to be for the 
moment animated by but a single idea. 
Little clusters of them gathered: in the 
centre of the Fifteen Acres, and these 
nuclei stirred and swelled with the inpour- 
ing streams until they merged and blended 
into a great faintly-moving mass. 

Try to picture the scene. Outside the 
enclosure the crowd formed a solid wall. 
thousands deep, stretching across the whole 
width of the Fifteen Acres, and then ‘turn- 
ing in the distance to flank three sides 5Í 
a great rectangle in front of the Altar. 
Its units were grouped according to the 
locality from which they came, their 
allotted places being marked out with

INVASION. 


HOW IRELAND 
CAME TO DUBLIN. 


E multitude which invaded Dublin 

yesterday reached the city by road, | 
rail and sea. .Every available passenger 
carrying vehicle was brought into com- 
mission for the occasion, and no un- 
toward incident marred their transport 
to the capital. The number who travelled 
by rail alone numbered 142,000, many 
coming from the farthest points of the 
Irish railway systems. North, South, Kast 
and West. Many thousands also travelled 
which provided a service 
from many places not in direct touch 
with the railways. A very big propor- 
tion of country visitors also came by 
motor car. Not many people in Dublin 
have seen such a varied collection cf 
these conveyances at one time. They 
were of all makes and ages, but appa- 
rently stood the test of long journeys 
without any serious breakdown. | 


ARRIVALS BY BOAT. 


Some 2,000 cross-Channel passengers 
were brought to Dublin by the boat train 
from Dun Laoghaire. 

At 6 a.m. the Cunard liner, Laconia, 
from Liverpool, arrived in Scotsman's 
Bay with 111 passengers for the United 
States; who were being allowed to land 
for the day to take part in the final 
ceremonies of the Eucharistic Congress. 
They were landed at the ‘Victoria Wharf, | 
Dun Laoghaire, and returned to the liner 
after Benediction to proceed to Boston 
and New York. 

In addition, the Laconia had on board 
200 people who were booked to come 
across to Dublin only by a Cunard liner 
from Liverpool. These visitors will re- 
turn to Liverpool on the Samaria, which 
will sail to-day after having been in 
Dublin during the week. So far. as the 
Samaria is concerned, nearly all of her 
800 passengers are now leaving Dublin to 
take part in post-Congress tours. 

Over a thousand pilgrims arrived at 
North Wall from Larne by the ss. Prin- | 
cess Victoria, while the City of Cork | 
Steampacket Company’s vessel, Innisfal- 
len, berthed’ at Sir John Rogerson’s Quay 
with 247 first-class and 160 third-class 
passengers. These included members of 
the .Cork Corporation and Harbour 
Board. 

Three of the liners which came to the 
port of Dublin with pilgrims for the 
Eucharistic Congress sailed yesterday. 
These were the Doric, Marnix, Van Suit 
Aldegonde and Rio Brava.

TRAVELLERS BY RAIL. 


Owing. to the enormous crowds which 
desired to travel by rail, the companies 
provided every. possible facility for their 
conveyance. The various trains arrived 
at their respective termini in remarkably 
good ‘time, and country contingents were. 
therefore, able to take their allotted 

laces in the Phoenix Park befora the 
Mass began. ; 

Sixty trains on the Great Northern Rail- 
way system deposited over 50,000 people ip 
the city. Fifteen of these came from 
Belfast with 12,000 passengers, who were | 
detrained at Sheriff street. Three trains 
came from Derry, and two each from Dun- 
dalk and Newry, ‘There were also a 
trains from Armagh, Bundoran, Coote- 
hill, and various stations in Antrim, | 


Down and Tyrone. 
THE SOUTH AND WEST. 


On the southern section of the Great 
Southern Railways there were 36 special 
trains each carryizg approximately one 
thousand passengers. They began t> arrive 
at Kingsbidge at 3.45 a.m., and continued 
to reach that: terminus at 15 minutes 
intervals« until noon. They came from 
Cahirciveen, Tralee, Limerick, Baltimore, 
Clonakilty, Courtmacsherry, Cork, 
Youghal, Dungarvan, Waterforc, Kil- 
kenny, and elsewhere all along the line. 

On the western section of the Great 
Southern Railways .nere were 25 special 
trains with nearly 23,000 passengers. The 
train from Galway in three portions 
carried 1,500 pilgrims, while there were 
1,288 from Tam, 1,128 from Athboy, 950 
from Athlone, 946 from Cavan.

This service was supple- 
mented by others, which accounted for 
many thousands of visitors from remote 
parts of the country. 

There were also exceptional demands on 
the resources of the Dublin United Tram- | 
ways Company, first in bringing people to 
the city and then in conveying them to the 
Park. For this work they had over 300 
cars and 86 ‘buses in commission. The 
tramcars were running for the greater part 
of Satuday night, and a full service of 
cars was put on at seven o'clock on | 
Sunday morning. | 


EARLIEST ARRIVA LS. 


A motorist who passed through the 
Phenix Park shortly after three o'clock 
on Sunday morning found that people had 
already established themselves in the 
Fifteen Acres.

SPECIAL excursion train leaving 

Ballymena after midnight, carrying 
300 pilgrims to the Dublin Eucharistic 
Congress for Sunday’s final celebrations, 
was attacked by a mob of hooligans at the 
station. 

Windows were smashed in tlie carriages, 
and several! pilgrims were injured. 

A number of girls among the pilgrims 
became hysterical, and commenced. to

Long before midnight crowds of 
hooligans paraded the principal streets of ' 
the town, singing party sengs and abusing 
the Pope. 

When the pilgrims arrived at the station 
in small groups an Orange mob, number- 
ing several hundreds, had congregated 
around the railway entrance barring their 
progess.: | he | 

It is alleged the pilgrims were beaten, 
kicked and pelted with stones and bottles. 

Several women were thrown down, hats 
pulled from their heads, and their 
umbrellas . broken. Many carrying 
luncheons had their parcels of food kicked 
away or torn from them. 

The police arrived, but could only con- 
fine the crowd to the opposite side of the 


| roadway, whence stones and bottles con- 


tinued to be hurled at the pilgrims. 

As the train left the station large stones 
bumped off the carriage roofs and crashed 
through the windows, the corridors being 
littered with broken glass. 


STEAMER PILGRIMS 


PASS THROUGH FUSILADE

mob while marching to board a steamer 
at Larne.

ADMIRABLE ORGA NISATION 


Surely there was never a more orderly 
crowd. When the Mass had ended, and 
all that huge assembly rose from its 
knees, hardly a man moved from his place. 
The voice of the Chief Marshal made itself 
heard through the megaphones, giving 
instructions to the various sections as to 
the route they were to take on their home- 
ward march and the order in which they 
were to move off. Looking over that sea 
of heads, one wondered how far his direc- 
tions would be followed. With such num- 
bers, a hopeless confusion seemed inevit- 
able. But there was none. 

When the time came, the divisions set 
out in perfect order, marched in rows of 
eight to the main road of the Park, went 
on to the gates, divided, and went their 
various ways. It was a real triumph of 
organisation, and one for which the police 
and stewards could not be praised too 


highly. 
BARE HEADS. 


The procession was a very quiet one. 
There was little talk, mo laughter, anc 
every man walked with bared head. The 
reminder that the Park should be regarded 
as a church was not lost or them—indeed, 
all Dublin Seemed to be one huge church, 
for the megaphones carried the sound of 
the hymns and prayers all down the long 
road’ to the city, and to all the main 
streets of the city itself. The marching 
men and women took up the words and 
bore the song with’ them into Dublin. 
Through the Park the procession came 

three streams, one of which 
south over Kingsbridge, an- 
other went straight along the quays, 
and the last followed it along 
a parallel street. All were making for 
the centre of the city to hear the final 
Benediction from O'Connell Bridge, and 
soldiers signalled the progress of the pro- 
cession from one point to the next. 

NEVER-ENDING STREAM. 

It seemed as if the stream of humanity 
would never stop. During the Mass the 
crowd looked huge enough, but, as one 
never could see more than a section of 
it, the fall immensity of the gathering 
was hardly realised. Here one began to 
get a better idea of the numbers, Look- 
ing up towards the Park gate, one saw 
the bobbing heads of countless thousands 
of men, who emerged continually through 
the pillared arches, divided, and went 
their ways. One could not estimate 
how many hundreds passed every minute, 
but from half-past three until six o clock

The men came first, headed by the 
foreign sections with their banners. The 
Belgians were the most impressive of all, 
and passed by in a perfect blaze of colour. 
Then came the bulk of the procession— 
men from the Irish parishes. They must 
have come from every county, and almost 
every village in the country, and the 
greater part of them had travelled all 
night, and would travel all night again. 


THE CANOPY. 


After what seemed like an eternity, the 
last of these sections passed by, ard the 
principal procession came in sight, headed 
by the banner of the Blessed Sacrament. 
Then came the priests and members of 
religious orders, the choir, and the 
Eastern Bishops and Archbishops, 

Torch-bearers and thurifers. preceded 
the central object of the whole proces- 
sion—the canopy, under which knelt the 
Papal Legate, holding in his hands the 
monstrance containing the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. The canopy was borne by Presi- 
dent de Valera, Mr. Cosgrave, and other 
notable public men. On each side walked 
a military guard of honour. 

The scarlet robed ranks of Cardinals 
and Bishops gave place to columns com- 
posed of Ministers of State, Deputies, 
members of the Judiciary, and represen- 
tatives of public bodies from all over the 
country. 

When these had gone—and they made 
a fine spectacle in their ceremonial dress 
—the women’s section began to pass by. 
These filed out of the Park just. as 
steadily, and in just such numbers, as 
the men had done. By now the centrai 
streets and quays of the city were black 
with waiting people, but still the hugo 
procession went on as if it would never 


stop.

A FATAL COLLAPSE IN 
THE STREET. 


No untoward incident marred the splendid 
success oí the ceremony in the Phenix Park. 
There were many cases of exhausted people 
needing first aid. The majority were women 
and girls, but many were men. The fact Is 
not to be wondered at for people began to 
enter the Park as early as 3 a.m. There 
was an immense gathering by 7 a.m. Tens 
of thousands of people spent as many as sat 
and twelve hours in the Park before taking 
part in the procession to O'Connell Bridge. 

From an organisation point of view the 
vathering, the arrangement in the Park, and 
the final dispersal of so many hundreds of 
thousands of men and women was a wonder- 
ful sucess. The départure by the three routes 
of (procession ‘was ordered with remarkable 
precision, and a continuity that ran smoothly 
to the clese. Military, Civic Guards, the, 
stewards,. Boy Scouts and Girl Guides well 
discharged their duties. 

The Boy Scouts enthusiastically hauled their 
buckets of drinking water about and gave 
it in Jiberal cupfuls to the high and low. (úir! 
Guides were prompt with first aid, only to 
be outvied by the nurses and men of the St. 
John Ambulance Association.

THE CROWDS GO HOME 
BUSY STREET SCENES, 


Haome!..The thought. was that of many 
thousands of people in Dublin last night. as 
they strove to tear themselves from the city 
of light to catch ‘their trains back to the 
eountry towns and villages whence they 
had come in the early hours of the morning 


Congress. “ 

Nearly one handred and fifty special trains 
left the Dublin terminí during the night, and 
hundreds of lbng-distanee omnibuses carried 
their human - freight away to the North, 
South and West. Motor cars 
streets, but. progressed very slowly, wedged 
amongst the crowds which melted at the 
imperious clangour of the ambulance’: bell, 
which. was heard so frequently’ above -the 
roar of the traflic.

Crowds promenaded the streets of the city:

ing, and long after midnight the trams 
clanged their way to the suburbs crowded 
to the platforms with humanity. Private, 
with their surplices under their arms: 
fathers, mothers and children, with cases of 
all shapes of sizes, in which they had 
brought their food: for the day, struggled to 
obtain. a foothold.on both t and omni- 
buses. All. wore a tired but happy. look upon 
their faces, and many of the younger mem- 
bers of the crowd elected to walk several 
miles to their homes rather than participate 
in the scramble around the public vehicles.

SOME REMARKABLE 


DEVELOPMENTS. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. — 
LONDON, Saturday. 
ó er DUKE .OF .YORK. was at Hendon 


to-day for the Air Force display, 
which attracted a crowd of nearly & 
quarter of a million: There was brilhant 
sunshine and a high temperature most of the 
afternoon, though there were occasional brief 
overcast periods. i 

The programme was opened with a ama 
by three sguadrons of regulars, Nos. 18, 
and 57, on Hawker “Hart ' bombers, and 
three London auxiliary squadrons, Nos. 600, 
601 and 604, on ‘‘ Wapiti’’ bombers.

“ Moths,”. and at» a height of about 1,200 
feet: released thé glider pilots, simultaneously 
operating the release mechanism,’ and the 
“ Moths’ flying away to anether aerodrome 
with the. cables hanging free, Ra 

The released gliders came to ground grace- 
fully, their pilots being able to keep. them 
in close company for quite a long time, 


TWO NOTEWORTHY ITEMS. 
Two items were full oí instruction for the 
spectator. In ona of them two past-masters 


instructor and pupil, the latter: trying | to 
emulate the manevvres. of the former, ‘but 
always just failing, and usually getting into 
amusing muddies—predicaments from which 
actually only supreme skill could save him. 
Then there was a ‘ tortoisé race,” in which 
the winner was the pilot who could keep 
his machine siowest without actually stalling 
and falling. 

‘* Balloon-bursting,”’ in which gas-filled 
bags. of monstrous form and were 
attacked by a weirdly bedecked, tailless fly- 
ing. machine, and by another craft, both 
flown by gooa pilots and marksmen, . gave 
an Opportunity for Flight-Lieutenant G.

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QUIET DAY IN

Nobody was seriously injured, although fists 
were used freely in ehcounters between in- 
dividuals. i 
. The Bavarian Diet yesterday passed a reso- 
lution supporting the Government's action in 
refusing the réquést of the Central Govern- 
meant to raise a ban on Nazi uniforms. 


CONFISCATION ACT. 

The Prussian Diet adopted a motion to 
raise a ban on public demonstrations tn 
Prussia. 

A bill to. confiseate the entire property of 
all East European Jews who entered. Prussia 
since August lat. 1914. has also been passed 
after an all-night session, in which the Com- 
munists sided with the Naais, 
détands that within three weeks the con- 
fiscated propérty be converted into means for 
aiding the unemployed. ‘The séssiot- passed 
another bill prohibiting + Prussian’ State 
theatres from .employing Jews.

|foundations of Christian . civilisation 
| throughout the Continent of Europe, 
| Referring to the present economic de- 
pression, he said that it must have been 
obvious to every person that it was bound 
| to come, and that the conditions which 
the world had experienced a few years ago 
could not last. There was no person who 
did not feel that if the world was to be 
restored it must be restored on the 
principles of Christian religion. If this 
land could give a proper r lead in the appli- 
cation of Christian principles in social 
problems it would once again take up the 
torch to lead the world. 

We have had our failures in the past, 
he said, but we never expected that the 
road on which we were travelling was going 
to be an easy one, and we recognised that 
Í some of our friends doubted Uf we were 
| going on the right road. 

We expect many more failures before 
| the final triumph, and I ask you who are 
| | about to scatter throughout the world, and 

| particularly those who are about to scatter 
| through America, where the problems are 
much vaster, that when you come to hear 
of our attempts to do certain things you 
will. not say that we are dreamers and 
rainbow chasers, and that you wil not 


sneer at us. 


“WE INTEND TO GO ON.” 

There is something going on here which 
may afterwards be of help to the world as 
a whole. They tell us that we are very 
ambitious. Perhaps we have hitched our 
wagon to a star. As long as you keep 
moving that is all right, but when you 
get detached there is a “desperate fall. All 
| the same, while we realise the tremendous 
| dangers ahead, we intend to go on, and, 
Í with God's help, we are going to succeed. 
| Difficulties have beset our path which:we 
| did not anticipate, but we are Fans as full 

of hope to-day as before, and if we should 
meet difficulties greater even than we have 
had to face in the past we shall face the 
task again as long as God gives us breath 
to breathe.

CARDINAL AND THE POPE, 

Cardinal MacRory, in paying a tribute 
to. the American people, s said that if there 
was any country outside Ireland to which 
his heart went out it was that which gave 
so many sons and daughters of Ireland a 
home. Most of those present, or their 
fathers, were born in Ireland, and they 
went in tears, but they had come back in 
joy, to see, on reaching Ireland, Dark 
Rosaleen standing erect again, and about, 
he hoped, to take her place again among 
the nations of the earth. 

Speaking of the Pope, the Cardinal’ said 
that if all Popes were worthy of their 
respect and reverence, the present Pope 
was especially so. He was a very great 
man—a man who, if he had done nothing 
else than bring about the Lateran Treaty, 
establishing friendly relations between the 
civil and religious powers in Italy, would 
deserve to go down in history for all time. 

There was no country dearer to the Pope 
than Ireland, and when the news reached 
him of the great, glorious and crowning 
success of the Congress, nobody would be 
more glad than he who now sat in the 
chair of Peter. 

Archbishop Beckman said that no port 
could have given them a more enthusiastic 
or more Catholic welcome than Dublin. 

The visitors were welcomed by the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, who wished them a 


happy stay.

BIG FISH RECORDS. 


TROUT CAUGHT IN IRISH 
WATERS, 


According to the Anglers’ News there were 
some notable catches of big fish last season, 
despite the general belief, engendered by the 
remarkable series of wet week-ends, that it 
would earn the title of the ‘‘ worst on re- 
cord,” 

The number of specimen roach of 2 Ib. or 
more which were caught has never been ex- 
ceeded, or even approached. In all 78 roach 
of 2 lb. and more were recorded from 
various waters. The 3 lb. 6 oz. roach re- 

rted from Derbyshire is the second heaviest 

sh of its kind ever caught. 

Few pike seasons have given more large 
fish. The biggest taken from Lough Mask, 
at Clonbur, weighed 24 Ib. 4 oz., caught by 
Major G. M. arding in June, but the re- 
cord stands at 34 |b., taken from a private 
lake in Nottinghamshire. Two others of 21 
lb, each were taken from Lough Mask by 
Mr. W. K. Davy and Mr. B. C. Greene. 

Of 31 captures of trout recorded 22 were 
made in Irish waters. The heaviest fish 
weighed 10 lb., six anglers tying for first 
place, four caught in Lough Mask and one 
each in Loch Rannoch and Loch.Ness. The 
Lough Mask anglers were Mr. 8. W. Walker, 
Major G. M. Harding. Captain W. Reeves 
and Mr. Geo. Wathen. Trout of 9 lb, and 
7 Ib. 12 oz. were taken from the Shannon by 
Mr. Cope and Mr. Lavan respectively, while 
Mr. 8. G. Parker-Hutchinson took one of 
6 ib. 8 oz. from Lough Derg.

The Poteen Trafie.—Larne police raided a

O’Connell, Archbishop of Boston. 

His Eminence said that the Congress which 
had passed into history was a glorious event 
in its purpose and in all the details of its 
celebration. From the lovely lakes and vales 
and from the picturesque hills and mountain- 
sides of the Emerald Isle the faithful came to 
do honour to their Eucharistic King and to 
give a public demonstration of the faith 

lanted in Ireland by the great Apostle, St. 

atrick, and nurtured through all the cen- 
turies by his devoted and loyal successors. 
There came, too, the highest representatives 
of Church and State and thousands of devout 
Christians from all over the world, inspired 
by the same faith in Christ their King and 
warmed by the same devotion to the Real 
Heese of Christ in the Sacrament of His 
ove. 

The hundreds of thousands kneeling with 
heads bowed as the Sacred Host was raised 
above them in Benediction was a scene never 
to be forgotten by those who beheld it. Then, 
indeed, was exemplified the unity of Christ’s 
Church for the thought and the sentiment, 
and the faith and the devotion was the same 
in the hearts and the consciences of all those 
representatives of the various nations and 
races that inhabit the broad: earth assembled 
in one hope, one faith and one love. 


“ SOMETHING IN THE FACES.” 


The Catholicity of the Church of Christ 
was notably demonstrated, too. For the 
moment all thoughts of the difficulties and 
the dangers with which the world is beset 
had vanished, and there was an outpouring 
of human aspiration for the blessings that 
can come from God alone, There was some- 
thing in the faces of the hundreds of thou- 
sands that assembled around the altar that 
convinced one that truly God was in the 
midst of of His people, and that the Great 
Emmanuel had come to comfort the suffering 
by raising their souls above earthly care and 
anxiety, and that once again He was stretch- 
ing out His hand over the troubled waters 
and commanding them: “' Peace, be still.” 

Dealing with the significance of the Con- 
gress, he said that, in a certain sense, the 
whole of God's dealings with man was 
summed up in the Holy Eucharist. In that 
tremendous mystery was all the omnipotence 
of that power which created the universe and 
all the intensity of the lové which redeemed 
it. 

During his last moments on earth the Son 
of God leit a perpetual memorial oí His love 
—his greatest testament. 

To His apostles assembled about Him in that 
sad hour of parting Christ said, as he held in 
his hands the bread that he was to give them 
for their sanctification: “ This is My body.” 
Ordaining his apostles priests for ever, accord- 
ing to the order of Melchisadech, He com- 
manded them: “' Do this in commemoration of 
Me. It was infinite love that founded the 
way and infinite power that furnished the 
means whereby the Eternal Son of God might 
alwavs be wherever a human soul breathed. 

"Christ,” added His Eminence, “ knowing 
the depths of our wickedness, the loneliness of 
our souls; has become our food and drink, so, 
that being a million times more close to us in 
this Sacrament than He was to those who saw 
Him in the flesh—He might be the embodi- 
ment of our faith and the embodiment of His 
love 


A SUBLIME INSPIRATION. 


“ While,” he continued, “the mind is fed 
upon God's truth and God's law, the souls 
of the faithful are nourished by this bread of 
the angels, and, so as long as the world shal! 
last the Church of Christ will continue to 
gather around her holy altars all her children, 
of every race and clime, to offer holy Mass, 
in obedience to Christ's command and to feed 
them with the sacrament of His love, and to 
bless them by His real presence. 

“That was the significance of the great 
Congress which is now a part of history; that 
was the sublime inspiration that gathered 
those hundreds of thousands from all over the 
world around the altar of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. When at last the Sacred Host was 
raised in Benediction above their bowed heads 
they. left that sacred presence fortified in their 
faith, strengthened in their love of God, ready 
again to face life with all its difficulties and 
anxieties and perplexities, and*they were now 
prepared to return each to his home in the 
various parts of the world, knowing that as 
they came to do honour to Christ, He will 
accompany them back to their daily tasks and 
be with them till the end. 

“That,' he concluded, “in brief, is the 
meaning of this religious assembly; that, 
and the feeling that many of us had, that 
here, in Ireland, where our forefathers lived 
and suffered for the faith, we might feel, by 
the touch of_its sacred soil, a renewal within 
us of that loyalty and fidelity to the faith of 
Christ, and to His holy Church, which the 
children of Erin have cherished above all 
earthly wealth and honour, knowing it to be 
God’s own gift and, therefore, the most 
precious possession in life.
